PBS  outlines  history  of  English 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  story  of 
how  the  English  language  came  to  be 
is  a  deeply  democratic  saga,  in  which 
valley  girls,  street  rappers,  and  self- 
appointed  purists  contend  on  nearly 
equal  terms. 

It’s  a  story  written  by  Angles,  Sax¬ 
ons,  Danes,  Normans,  Scots,  Celts, 
Russian  Jews,  Spanish  settlers, 
slaves  from  Africa  and  Pentagon  bu¬ 
reaucrats,  who  have  contributed  to 
making  the  language  from  one  little 
island  the  world’s  dominant  tongue. 

All  the  players  are  given  due  recog¬ 
nition  for  their  roles  on  “The  Story  of 
English,”  a  survey  which  begins  a 
nine-week  run  on  the  Public  Broad¬ 
casting  Service  on  Sept.  15. 

“For  me,  there  is  a  kind  of  sensual 
pleasure  in  the  language,”  said  Mac- 
Neil,  co-host  of  the  nightly  MacNeil- 
Lehrer  NewsHour  on  PBS.  “The 
rhythm  and  sound  of  the  words  on  the 
tongue  is  a  source  of  pleasure.” 

The  focus  is  on  Ralph  Waldo  Emer¬ 
son’s  idea  of  English  as  “the  sea  that 
receives  tributaries  from  every  re¬ 
gion  under  heaven.” 

“For  centuries,  it  seems,  every 
generation  has  worried  about  the  rise 
of  fresh  slang,”  MacNeil  wrote  in  an 
introduction  for  the  series. 

“One  of  the  pleasures  I  found  in 
working  on  the  series  was  my  grow¬ 
ing  tolerance  for  different  usages,  and 
the  conviction  that  the  innate  genius

India  is  the  world’s  largest  English- 
speaking  country,  and  Japan  is  the 
biggest  market  for  the  Oxford  En¬ 
glish  dictionary. 

American  English  seems  especially 
democratic.  The  standard  variety, 
which  you  hear  on  network  news¬ 
casts,  comes  from  the  Midwest  and  is 
spoken  by  a  large  number  of  Ameri¬ 
cans.

Tutu  installed  as  Anglican  archbishop 

CAPE  TOWN,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Desmond  Tutu  was  installed  Sunday  as 
archbishop  of  Cape  Town,  the  first  black  to  lead  the  Anglican  Church  in 
southern  Africa,  and  promptly  used  his  new  pulpit  to  assail  apartheid  as  evil 
and  un-Christian. 

Bishops,  diplomats,  and  civil  rights  campaigners  from  across  the  world 
were  among  the  1,400  invited  guests  crowded  into  St.  George’s  Cathedral  for 
the  ceremony,  which  blended  religious  pageantry  with  a  celebration  of  the 
anti-apartheid  movement. 

“We  shall  be  free,  all  of  us,  black  and  white,  for  it  is  God’s  intention,”  said 
Tutu,  54,  near  the  close  of  a  sweeping  50-minute  sermon. 

The  1984  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner,  mopping  his  brow  as  he  spoke,  con¬ 
demned  violence  from  both  sides  in  South  Africa’s  political  conflict. 

But  he  contended  that  “the  primary  violence  in  this  country  is  the  violence 
of  apartheid.” 


Judge  rules  for  Kanab,  against  UP&L 


KANAB,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  district  judge  has  ruled  that  Kanab  can  condemn 
and  take  over  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  facilities  in  the  city. 

Sixth  District  Judge  Don  V.  Tibbs  said  Kanab’s  franchise  ordinance  created 
a  binding  contract  between  the  city  and  the  utility,  and  that  use  of  the 
condemnation  statute  as  the  means  of  terminating  franchise  is  enforceable 
because  the  procedure  was  agreed  to  in  the  franchise. 

The  Kanab  City  council  voted  last  May  to  form  a  municipal  utility  and 
terminate  UP&L’s  franchise  to  provide  electrical  service  in  the  city. 

However,  UP&L  officials  said  they  did  not  believe  the  city  could  legally 
condemn  the  facilities,  and  vowed  to  fight  the  decision  in  court. 

“We  are  elated  by  Judge  Tibbs’  ruling,”  said  Kanab  Mayor  Paul  M.  Jenkins, 
who  led  the  municipal  power  effort.  “With  this  ruling,  we  are  moving  ahead  on 
schedule  to  meet  our  goal  of  operating  the  Kanab  City  electric  system  by  ,  the 
spring  of  1987.” 


Pope  asks  for  end  to  terrorist  attacks 


CORMAYEUR,  Italy  (AP)  —  From  an  alpine  peak  beside  Mount  Blanc, 
Pope  John  Paul  II  said  Sunday  that  bloody  terrorist  attacks  on  a  jetliner  in 
Pakistan  and  a  synagogue  in  Turkey  had  turned  hopes  for  peace  into  anguish. 

“It  is  neccesary,  without  delay,  to  do  everything  possible  to  put  an  end  to 
the  incessant  escalation  of  hatred  and  terrorism,”  the  pontiff  said  during  his 
noon  blessing  from  the  7,687-foot-high  rocky  peak  of  Chetif. 

He  spoke  of  his  intense  sadness  and  offered  his  strongest  condemnation  of 
Friday’s  hijacking  of  a  Pan  Am  jumbo  jet  in  Karachi  and  Saturday’s  attack  on 
a  synagogue  in  Istanbul. 

The  pope  said  the  terrorists  took  the  blood  of  innocent  victims,  “blood  of 
traveling  brothers,  blood  of  brothers  gathered  in  a  place  of  prayer. 

“In  the  face  of  these  horrendous  and  almost  unbelievable  events,  the  yearn¬ 
ing  for  peace  turns  into  anguish,”  he  said.

Some  controversy  has  been  raised 
about  whether  or  not  faculty  at  BYU 
have  academic  freedom  -  license  to 
discuss  whatever  they  want  to  in 
classes,  to  research  and  publish  as 
they  wish,  and  to  speak  as  they  wish. 

The  study  found,  in  general,  faculty 
feel  free  to  address  moral  and  ethical 
questions  in  class  without  fear  of  ad¬ 
ministration  reprisal. 

The  report  says  controversial  re¬ 
search  and  publication  is  done  in  sev¬ 
eral  areas,  including  church  history, 
while,  evolution  and  similar  topics  are 
discussed  in  classes. 

The  study  does  say  outside  con¬ 
stituencies,  such  as  boards  of 


trustees,  do  exert  pressure,  and  for 
this  reason,  administrators  are  ad¬ 
vised  not  to  publish  in  Dialogue  or 
participate  in  Sunstoiie  symposia. 

Boyd  Rollins,  a  sociology  profes¬ 
sor,  said  “I  have  never  felt  any  re¬ 
striction  in  terms  of  teaching,  but  I 
think  there  are  definite  limitations  in 
terms  of  publishing.” 

Rollins  said  there  is  a  hesitation  for 
faculty  to  publish  if  they  are  studying 
something  that  doesn’t  nelp  the  image 
the  Churcn  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.  “I  have  observed  criticism 
of  those  who  have  published  things 
that  do  not  reflect  well  on  the  LDS 
culture,”  he  said.

How  do  B YU  students  on  the  aver¬ 
age  compare  with  college  students 
across  the  country?  A'  study  done  in 
connection  with  the  re-accreditation 
process  came  up  with  some  interest¬ 
ing  results. 

For  example,  only  17  percent  of 
BYU  students  live  on-campus,  while 
45  percent  of  the  students  at  other 
universities  do.  This  may  have  to  do 
in  part  with  a  requirement  at  some 
universities  that  students  live  on- 
campus  for  a  year  or  two. 

In  contrast,  41  per  cent  of  BYU 
students  live  in  nearby  apartment 


houses  compared  to  16  percent  of  the 
national  sample. 

Slightly  more  of  the  nation’s  stu¬ 
dents  are  planning  to  get  a  masters  or 
doctorate  degree  —  66  percent  com¬ 
pared  to  BYU’s  57. 

Students  at  BYU  do  a  little  more 
studying,  on  the  average.  Eight-nine 
percent  of  Y  students  spend  30  or 
more  hours  per  week  in  studying, 
while  only  80  percent  of  the  national 
sample  could  claim  the  same  results. 

BYU  students  are  also  more  self- 
sufficient.  About  51  percent  of  them 
receive  no  or  nearly  no  help  from  the 


parents;  only  33  percent  of  the  na¬ 
tional  sample  said  the  same. 

Perhaps  as  a  direct  result,  34  per¬ 
cent  of  BYU  students  spend  20  or 
more  hours  working,  while  25  percent 
of  the  national  sample  does  that. 

BYU  students,  perhaps  as  a  result 
of  missions,  are  in  general  a  little 
more  mature  than  the  average  college 
student. 

While  32  percent  of  BYU’s  student 
body  is  between  23  and  27,  in  the  na¬ 
tional  sample,  only  12  percent  of  stu¬ 
dents  are  that  age. 

There  is  also  a  much  higher  number 


of  married  students  at  BYU.  At 
other  colleges,  8  percent  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  is  married.  At  BYU  the 
figure  is  26  percent. 

BYU  has  fewer  minority  students 
on  the  average.  Only  .1  percent  of 
enrollment  are  black  compared  to  an 
average  of  3  percent;  1  percent  his- 
panic  to  a  national  3  percent;  and  .9 
percent  asian  to  an  average  7  percent 
at  other  schools.

According  to  a  student  survey,  stu¬ 
dent  relations  with  teachers  remain 
on  a  strictly  professional  level  for  the 
most  part.  Only  13  percent  had  spent 
time  having  soft  drinks  or  snacks  with 
their  professors  and  only  30  percent 
went  to  them  to  discuss  personal 
problems  and  concerns.

Students  generally  make  good  use 
of  the  student  life  offerings  available 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center,  according  to 
the  results  of  a  students  survey  done 
during  the  reaccreditation  process  at 
BYU. 

The  study  found  that  90  percent  eat 
meals  or  snacks  there  at  least  occa¬ 
sionally.  “About  the  only  time  I  go 
there  to  eat  is  when  I’m  meeting 
someone  there  or  if  I  run  into  a  friend 
and  decide  to  have  something,”  said 
Ed  Sehwarze,  a  junior  from  Tacoma 
Wash. ,  majoring  in  pre-med. 

The  Wilkinson  Center  also  seems  to 
be  a  good  place  to  socialize.  About  72 
percent  of  students  spend  time  there 
talking  to  friends,  78  percent  go  to  the 
movies  offered,  and  77  percent  attend 
social  events  there. 

Fewer  students  seems  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  opportunities  to  hear 
speakers  there.  They  number  only 
about  68  percent  of  the  student  body. 
“I’ve  only  gone  once  with  a  friend  to 
hear  a  child  development  lecture,” 
said  Jeri  Hoskin,  a  junior  from 
Cortez,  Colo.,  majoring  in  history. 

Also  available  for  student  enjoy¬ 
ment  is  a  games  area,  but  only  62  per¬ 
cent  go  there  to  play  games.  “I  wasn’t 
even  aware  that  that  type  of  thing 
was  there  until  a  little  while  ago,  ” 
said  Debbie  Brooks,  a  junior  from 
Lake  Tahoe,  Calf.,  majoring  in  pre- 
med. 

According  to  the  statistics,  the 
Wilkinson  Center  student  life  ser¬ 
vices  are  being  used,  but  how  much 
more  effective  would  they  be  if  stu¬ 
dents  knew  more  about  what' s  avail¬ 
able.

BYU  blanks  Aggies  in  '86  debut

The  opening  week  of  the  season  is 
over  for  BYU  and  Utah  State.  Things 
look  good  in  Provo  as  preparations 
begin  for  New  Mexico.  Questions  still 
remain  in  Logan. 

BYU  quarterback  Steve. Lindsley 
weathered  his  opener  and  came  out  on 
top  of  the  52-0  Saturday  rout  of  the 
Aggies. 

,“I  was  nervous,”  said  Lindsley.  “I 
was  tired  of  the  talk  and  the  practice. 
Camp  is  a  long  three  weeks.  I  wanted 
to  play  and  see  what  I  could  do.” 

Lindsley’s  first  two  offensive  pos¬ 
sessions  didn’t  end  as  he  wanted, 
throwing  two  interceptions  after  sus¬ 
tained  drives.  But  his  numbers  finally 
improved  to  24  for  37  with  two  touch¬ 
downs,  which  was  good  for  369  yards 
on  the  day. 

“I  felt  very  good  about  Lindsley’s 
debut,”  said  Edwards.  “He  really  set¬ 
tled  down.” 

Edwards  was  also  asked  to  com¬ 
pare  Lindsley’s  opener  to  other  BYU 
quarterbacks. 

“At  least  he  (Lindsley)  can  talk. 
Robbie  (Bosco)  couldn’t  talk  after 
Pittsburgh  (BYU’s  opener  in  1984),” 
responded  Edwards.  “Anytime  you 
open  at  quarterback  you’ve  got  to  be 
nervous.” 

Even  though  Lindsley’s  net  rush¬ 
ing  yards  only  totalled  nine  with  the 
sacks,  the  Ricks  College  transfer 
gave  BYU  a  new  look  with  sprint  outs 
and  some  scampers. 

“It  (running)  is  another  dimension  I 
hope  I  can  add  to  the  offense,”  he  said. 
“Sometimes  you  just  need  to  tuck  it 
away  and  get  what  you  can.  It  keeps 
the  defense  honest.” 

Speaking  of  defense,  BYU  over¬ 
whelmed  whatever  the  Aggies  tried 
to  do  on  offense.  Utah  State  could 
only  manage  42  yards  on  the  ground 
and  31  in  the  air  for  73  yards  total. 
BYU  noseguard  Dave  Futtrell  said 
that  the  defense  knew  what  to  expect. 

“Everything  we  worked  on  in  two- 
a-days,  they  (Utah  St.)  ran,”  he  said. 
“The  coaches  were  really  prepared. 
We  saw  some  San  Diego  St.,  Drake 
and  Utah  St.  films.” 

All  three  teams  figure  into  the  way 
Utah  St.  will  look  this  year.  Aggie 
head  coach  Chuck  Shelton  came  from 
Drake  after  the  school  dropped  foot¬ 
ball  last  season.  Brian  Billick,  a  for¬ 


mer  BYU  tight  end,  came  from  the 
San  Diego  St.  coaching  staff  to  be  the 
offensive  coordinator  for  the  Aggies. 
Obviously,  the  players  come  from 
Utah  State. 

Futrell  led  the  Cougar  defense 
sacking  Utah  State  quarterback  Tom 
Ponich  twice  and  adding  five  unas¬ 
sisted  tackles. 

“We  were  conservative  on  of¬ 
fense,”  said  Shelton.  “We  didn’t  in¬ 
tentionally  hold  anything  back.  But  it 
may  have  looked  like  we  did  from  the 
sidelines.” 

Futtrell  added  that  Utah  St.  had  a 
hard  time  establishing  anything  be¬ 
sides  the  run  because  of  the  penetra¬ 
tion  of  the  frontline. 

“It  doesn’t  take  long  for  the  tackles 
to  get  in,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  think  they 
(Utah  St.)  ever  had  more  than  eight 
seconds.” 

Utah  State  was  in  the  game  for 
about  29  minutes  before  BYU  was 
able  to  get  some  distance  on  the  Ag¬ 
gies. 

BYU’s  first  five  possessions  ended 
in  two  interceptions,  two  punts  and  a 
fumble. 

But  in  the  same  time  period,  the 
Aggies  could  only  come  up  with  one 
first  down  and  that  was  on  a  penalty. 

On  BYU’s  sixth  possession,  the 
Cougars  showed  they  are  well  on 
their  way  to  a  solution  to  the  kicking 
game. 

BYU  got  stopped  on  the  Aggies’ 
32-yard  line1  and  Leonard  Chitty,  a 
jayvee  transfer  from  Snow  College, 
came  on  and  hit  the  49-yard  field  goal. 

“We  were  pleased  with  the  play  of 
our  special  teams,”  said  Edwards. 
“Obviously,  we  are  pleased  with  the 
progress  of  the  kicking  game.” 

Chitty  was  also  perfect  on  five 
PATs.  Chris  Germann,  who  kicks  off, 
booted  the  final  two  PATs.  The  kick¬ 
ing  coach  for  BYU  is  Chris  Pella,  who 
was  the  head  coach  for  the  Aggies  last 
season. 

BYU  finally  got  a  touchdown  in  the 
first  half  after  fans  were  thinking  the 
halftime  score  would  be  an  unlikely 
3-0. 

BYU  drove  74  yards  in  the  final 
four  minutes  of  the  half  as  Lindsley 
completed  seven  straight  passes  to 
get  the  ball  downfield.  Lindsley  got 
his  first  TD  of  his  career  when  he 
connected  with  Chuck  Cutler  for  a 
two-yard  score.

saw  the  passing,  that  it  was  a  good 
offense:  and  BYU  was  divided  from 
other  football  teams  in  passing,  total 
offense  and  scoring. 

It’s  now  a  decade  later  and  we  are 
witnessing  phase  II  of  Edwards’  cre¬ 
ation  —  the  defense. 

Last  year  it  seemed  before  every 
game  the  newspapers  and  TV  and  ra¬ 
dio  waves  were  filled  with  the  sob 
story  of  how  BYU’s  fantastic  defense 
was  not  getting  the  attention  they  de¬ 
served.  By  the  middle  of  the  season 
many  of  us  were  sick  of  being  told  we 
didn’t  realize  how  our  defense  was 
winning  games  for  BYU. 

Anyone  who  followed  BYU  knew 
the  defense  was  doing  just  that,  and 
this  year  the  defense  promises  to  be 
just  as  good. 

The  most  remarkable  part  of  Satur¬ 
day’s  52-0  win  over  Utah  State  was 
not  the  shutout.  BYU’s  defense  al¬ 
lowed  USU  to  penetrate  Cougar  ter¬ 
ritory  just  one  time  —  two  yards  to 
the  48-yard  line  where  the  “drive” 
was  snuffed.  One  other  time  USU  got 
to  BYU’s  35-yard  line,  but  they 


started  that  poss£swm4n-Cougar  ter¬ 
ritory  after  the  offense  coughed  up 
the  football. 

In  all,  USU  could  only  muster  42 
yards  rushing  and  31  yards  passing 
for  a  grand  sum  of  73  yards  total  of¬ 
fense. 

Credit  Shawn  Knight  and  David 
Futrell  who  had  two  quarterback 
sacks  each.  Credit  Rodney  Thomas 
who  ran  an  interception  for  a  touch¬ 
down  to  start  the  third  quarter  and 
nearly  repeated  the  feat  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

It  was  the  second  year  in  a  row 
BYU’s  defense  shut  out  this  tradi¬ 
tionally  scrappy  in-state  rival. 

Last  year  was  probably  BYU’s 
finest  year  defensively.  While  BYU 
gave  up  a  record  low  13.3  points  per 
game,  many  of  those  points  were 
given  up  directly  through  intercep¬ 
tions  ran  back  for  touchdowns.  The 
defense  gave  up  less  than  10  points 
per  game  and  ranked  18th  nationally. 

BYU  also  had  three  shutouts, 
which  had  not  happened  at  BYU  since 
1939. 

Before  1984,  BYU  usually  gave  up 
around  20  points  per  game.  The  of¬ 
fense  had  to  run  up  scores  just  in  case 
the  defense  let  down  and  the  other 
team  scored  four  or  five  touchdowns 
to  make-the  game  close. 

We’ve  got  it  pretty  good  right  now. 
Offensively  BYU  is  as  good  as  ever.  . 
Lindsley  had  a  better  starting  game 
than  most  of  the  former  BYU  quar¬ 
terbacks,  and  actually  had  more 
yards  passing  than  any  of  them  on  a 
first  starting  day. 

Defensively  BYU  is  probably  bet¬ 
ter  than  ever.

First,  right  cornerback  Rodney 
Thomas  intercepted  a  pass  in  the  flat 
and  ran  untouched  for  37-yard  TD  re¬ 
turn. 

Second,  Utah  State  fumbled  the  en¬ 
suing  kickoff.  Then  three  plays  later, 
two  involving  runningback  Bruce 


Hansen  (a  reception  of  36  yards  and  a 
TD  run  of  one  yard),  BYU  led  24-0. 

“We  pretty  much  beat  ourselves,” 
said  Aggie  linebacker  A1  Smith  of  the 
second  half. 

BYU  continued  the  onslaught  with 
four  more  touchdowns. 

Two  of  the  scoring  drives  were  un¬ 
der  Lindsley’s  direction,  and  one  each 


under  backup  quarterbacks  Mike 
Young  and  Bob  Jensen. 

Lindsley’s  final  TD  in  the  early  mo¬ 
ments  of  the  fourth  quarter  went  to 
Mark  Bellini  with  a  makeshift  signal.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Prena¬ 
tal  viral  infection  and  an  aberrant  im¬ 
mune  system  may  be  major  factors 
triggering  autism,  which,  until  re¬ 
cently,  was  labeled  a  psychological 
disorder. 

Dr.  Reed  Warren,  a  Utah  State 
University  immunologist,  said  his 
three-year  study  could  lead  to  effec¬ 
tive  medical  treatment  for  the  dis¬ 
ease,  characterized  by  retarded  com¬ 
munication  skills  and  self-abusive 
behavior. 

Autism  affects  an  estimated 
100,000  Americans,  usually  before 
age  4. 

“I  really  think  that  there  are  some 
answers  in  autism  research,”  Warren 
said.  “I  think  we’ve  made  really  excel¬ 
lent  progress.  It’s  really  exciting.” 

What  the  scientist  has  found,  as¬ 
sisted  by  colleagues  and  students  at 
USU’s  Developmental  Center  for 
Handicapped  Persons  in  Logan,  is 
that  about  half  of  the  35  autistic  pa¬ 
tients  tested  since  1983  have  malfunc¬ 
tioning  immune  systems. 


“What  we’re  also  finding  so  far  is 
that  the  mothers  (of  the  patients)  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  the  same  kind  of  immune 
abnormalities,”  Warren  said.  “So  it 
appears  there  is  a  genetic  component 
to  this  thing,  too.” 

Warren’s  interest  in  autism  re¬ 
search  has  roots  in  the  death  four 
years  ago  of  his  5-year-old  son, 
Spencer,  who  suffered  from  the  disor¬ 
der. 

“I  was  doing  research  in  cancer  at 
the  time  and  we  happened  to  look  at 
his  immune  system  and  found  the  dis¬ 
orders,”  he  said. 

Warren’s  studies  convinced  him 
there  was  merit  to  the  idea  that 
autism  has  medical,  rather  than  psy¬ 
chological,  origins.  A  two-year, 
$30,000  grant  from  the  Sylvester 

Stallone  Fund - set  up  by  the  film 

actor,  who  himself  has  an  autistic 

son - helped  Warren  pursue  his 

theory. 

Blood  samples  from  patients  have 
confirmed  his  contention  that  the  im¬ 
mune  systems  of  many  autistics  work 


too  well,  perhaps  reacting  against 
brain  tissue,  Warren  said. 

“You’ve  heard  that  when  you’re 
tired  or  feeling  bad  that  you’re  ‘com¬ 
ing  down  with  the  flu,”’  he  explained. 
“Well,  it’s  possible  these  kids  are  go¬ 
ing  through  that  kind  of  feeling  all  the 
time. 

“It’s  similar  in  that  regard  to  multi¬ 
ple  sclerosis,”  Warren  said. 

“The  immune  system  interacts 
with  the  brain  tissues.  We  see  the 
same  kinds  of  immune  abnormali¬ 
ties.” 

Those  abnormalities  include  low 
numbers  of  “Helper  T”  white  blood 
cells,  which  serve  as  a  critical  regula¬ 
tory  role  in  activating  the  body’s  de¬ 
fenses. 

“The  key  thing  is  that  we  do  see  the 
immune  abnormalities  in  about  half  of 
the  kids.  It’s  one  of  the  first  biological 
markers  for  autism.  Now  we  want  to 
carry  it  on,”  Warren  said. 

And  while  Warren  stresses  the  re¬ 
sults  are  not  conclusive,  tests  con¬ 
ducted  on  10  mothers  of  autistic  chil¬ 


dren  have  shown  they  lack  the  normal 
numbe  of  special  “blocking  factors” 
that  prevent  the  maternal  antibodies 
from  attacking  the  fetus.

advantage  of  the  theater  perfor¬ 
mances  though.  Only  72  percent  go  at 
least  occasionally  to  plays  and  other 
theatrical  productions.  “I  go  because 
they  have  good  plays  and  because  I 
had  a  class  that  made  me  go  to  them,” 
said  Larry  Crowder,  a  senior  major¬ 
ing  in  information  management  from 
Las  Vegas. 

“I  go  to  an  occasional  play— some¬ 
times  for  the  play  and  sometimes  for 
the  girl  I’m  taking,”  said  Francis 
Langston,  a  MBA  student  from  Stew¬ 
art  ville,  Minnesota. 

The  results  of  the  survey  also  found 
that,  for  the  most  part,  BYU  students 
spend  more  time  taking  in  cultural 
events  than  participants  in  a  national 
cohort  group.  Among  this  group,  only 
48  percent  visited  an  art  exhibit  or 
gallery  on  campus,  65  percent  at¬ 
tended  a  concert  or  other  music  event 
at  their  colleges,  and  45  percent  at¬ 
tended  a  theater  performance  at  their 
colleges.

with  writing  skills 

A  finding  in  the  self-study  which 
caused  some  concern  among  faculty 
and  administration  was  that  BYU 
students  do  not  seem  to  write  enough. 

A  survey  found  that  a  large  number 
of  students  write  fewer  than  five  term 
papers  in  an  academic  year  (two 
semesters). 

The  study  also  found  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  purposely  limiting  the  papers  to 
three  or  four  pages.  Obviously,  this 
cuts  down  on  grading  time. 

Good  writing  takes  time.  However, 
ten  per  cent  of  the  BYU  students 
have  ‘never’  spent  at  least  five  hours 
writing  a  paper  (excluding  research 
time).  Thirty-four  per  cent  have  only 
spent  5  hours  ‘occasionally’. 

Revising,  re-reading,  and  re-revis¬ 
ing  is  the  way  to  come  up  with  quality 
papers.  But  64  per  cent  of  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  have  either  ‘never’  or  only  ‘oc¬ 
casionally’  revised  a  paper  two  or 
more  times  before  being  satisfied 
with  it. 

Students  can  write  better  by  ask¬ 
ing  for  help  from  people  who  really 
know  the  subject  a  student  is  writing 
about.  But  84  per  cent  of  Y  students 
have  ‘never’  or  ‘occasionally’  asked  an 
instructor  for  advice  to  improve  their 
writing. 

In  addition,  91  per  cent  have  ‘never’ 
or  ‘occasionally’  talked  with  an  in¬ 
structor  who  criticized  a  paper  they 
had  written. 

The  study  concludes,  “Students 
will  not  improve  their  ability  to  write 
until  faculty  in  most  courses  require  a 
serious  term  paper,  conscientiously 
coach  students  during  the  writing 
process,  thoroughly  critique  the  pa¬ 
per,  require  revision,  and  provide  op¬ 
portunity  for  feedback  to  students  on 
how  they  can  improve.” 

Those  doing  the  study  expect  a 
great  deal  of  time  from  both  students 
and  faculy  involved  in  the  process, 
but  feel  the  benefit  to  students  will  be 
worth  it.
